With regard to the proposal for exchange of rockets and satellite 
instrumentation (paragraph 2, minutes of meeting of 18 March 1953), 
HHHBNHI reported that the U-S. National Committee for the IGY had 
written to the Department of State requesting the position of the 
government with respect to the proposed exchanges. The letter also stated 
chat the Executive Committee of the USIK; endorsed the exchanges from 
a scientific point of view. The Science Advisor of the Department 
proposed that this matter be referred to GOB for determination of the 
government ’ s position. It appeared, therefore, that any intelligence 
considerations would necessarily have to bs expressed by each agency 
concerned through its OCB representative .
